Applicant appears to assert that the Lamkin reference does not teach obtaining data from an information storage medium, because an 
embodiment of Lamkin uses the Internet in accessing data. Applicant also asserts that the displaying of markup language documents 
and audio/visual data and the use of a remote controller are not disclosed by Lamkin. The Office respectfully disagrees. First, the Office 
respectfully asserts that data, regardless of where it resides, must be stored, and therefore resides on an information storage medium. 
The Office also respectfully notes that displaying of such documents/data is taught by the cited passages of Lamkin, and is further well 
known in the art. Additionally, Lamkin teaches the use of a remote controller, as cited in the Final Rejection mailed 2/24/06. 

The Applicant argues that the there is no disclosure in the Lamkin reference of an interactive mode incorporating markup language 
documents and audio/visual data. The Office cited such limitations in paragraphs [0237], [0257] and Figure 7 of the Lamkin reference, 
as found on page 4 of the Final action mailed 2/24/06. The Office asserts that these passages in Lamkin do teach the recited claim 
limitations, and further additional Lamkin passages, such as paragraphs [0197]-[0198], as well as Figures 12-13, teach the recited 
interactivity in the context of markup language documents and audio/visual data. 

Applicant asserts on pages 10-12 that the Morrison reference is deficient because it does not teach the Applicant's subject matter in its 
entirety. The Office respectfully notes that the rejection set forth was under 35 USC 103(a), and that the Morrison reference was merely 
cited for its teachings of programming concepts that were well known to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention. 

For these reasons, the Office maintains the rejections of the claims as set forth in the Final action mailed to Applicant on 2/24/06. 
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
